Pattern & Practice of Police Misconduct 

This classification accommodates case files 
created under the "Police Misconduct 
Provision" of Federal Civil Enforcement. 
This law makes it unlawful for State or 
local law enforcement officers to engage in 
a pattern or practice of conduct that 
deprives persons of rights protected by the 
Constitution or laws of the United states. 
(42 u.s.c. § 14141). The types of conduct 
covered by this law can include, among 
other things, excessive force, 
discriminatory harassment, false arrests, 
coercive sexual conduct, and unlawful stops, 
searches or arrests. In order to be 
covered by this law, the misconduct must 
constitute a "pattern or practice"--it may 
not simply be an isolated incident.
